Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendment to the specification raises the issue of new matter. The phrase "Fig. 5 also shows 
pressure members 60 and 62 with resilient members extending in an upward direction from base 46." raises a new matter issue. The new 
phrase indicates that the pressure members have an additional element, resilient members that extend in an upward direction. The 
original specification discloses only one element-the resilient element-extending upwardly from the base.The original language in the 
specification stated that "The members 60 and 62 as shown are resilient protrusions from the base 46, extending in an upward direction." 
The proposed changes to the specification add the additional element-pressure members with resilient members extending in an upward 
direction. .
